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Golden  Gate  Buses 
Give  Cyclists  a  Lift 

Test  program  OKs  bikes  on  some  routes

The  Golden  Gate  Bridge  Dis- 
trict began  a  three-month  test  pro- 
gram yesterday  that  will  allow  bi- 
cycles on  some  of  its  buses,  elimi- 
nating a  "missing  link"  in  the 
north-south  transit  plans  of  long- 
distance cyclists. 

The  test  means  that  cyclists  can 
use  public  transit  in  conjunction 
with  their  bikes  to  travel  to  points 
between  Monterey  County  and  the 
Oregon  border. 

Although  they  will  have  to 
watch  timetables  carefully,  the 
test  opens  up  a  lot  of  possibilities. 
Before,  the  only  way  to  get 
through  the  corridor  from  San 
Francisco  to  Santa  Rosa  was  to 
pedal  —  or  to  hitch  a  ride. 

"The  bicycle  is  very  convenient 
for  trips  of  three  to  five  miles  (but) 
covering  greater  distances  is  a 
problem,"  said  Terry  Rolled,  a 
member  of  the  San  Francisco  Bicy- 
cle Coalition.  "Hooking  up  with 
transit  is  a  way  to  make  both  more 
usable,  a  genuine  alternative  to 
the  automobile." 

Rolled  said  he  approached  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  District  about 
a  year  ago  looking  for  access  to 
buses  on  Route  80,  the  "basic  ser- 
vice" line  through  Marin  and  Sono- 
ma counties. 

Yesterday,  Rolled  biked  from 
San  Francisco  to  Petaluma  and 
then  caught  the  bus  back. 

"It  worked  out  very  nicely,"  he 
said.  "The  bus  did  get  a  little 
crowded,  and  I  did  have  to  stand 
up,  but  Clif  True,  the  driver,  was 
very  pleasant  and  helpful  " 

Initially,  Rolled  said,  cycling 
advocates  were  hoping  to  m*t  racks 
installed  on  the  buses.  But  the 


transit  district  opted  for  one  or 
two  bikes  to  use  the  wheelchair  tie- 
down  area,  providing  that  no 
handicapped  passengers  need  the 
space.  A  driver  can  deny  access  to 
a  cyclist  or  require  that  person  to 
get  off  if  the  bus  is  full. 

'The  No.  1  priority  is  that  re- 
gardless of  passenger  loads  or  time 
of  day,  if  a  wheelchair  passenger 
wants  to  load,  the  cyclist  gets  : 
bumped,"  said  Mary  Currie, 
spokeswoman  for  the  bridge  dis- 
trict. 

The  tie-down  area  will  be  avail- 
able on  a  first-come,  first-served  j 
basis  at  no  additional  cost.  Cyclists 
who  are  bumped  will  get  transfers 
that  will  be  honored  on  the  next 
bus  that  can  accommodate  them. 

Under  the  program,  which  will 
run  through  July  31,  bikes  will  be 
allowed  on  some  runs  of  Routes  60, 
70  and  80.  All  the  routes  have  San 
Francisco  as  their  southern  termi- 
nus. The  northern  terminus  for 
Route  60  is  San  Rafael;  for  Route 
70,  Novato;  and  for  Route  80,  Santa 
Rosa. 

The  time  frame  for  bicycles  is 
complicated.  On  weekdays,  north- 
bound buses  will  carry  bikes  be- 
tween 5  a.m.  and  2  p.m.,  and  again 
between  6  p.m.  and  2  a.m. 

The  southbound  weekday 
hours  are:  4  a.m.  to  5  a.m.  (two  bus- 
es); 9  a.m.  to  3  p.m.  (nine  buses);  and 
7  p.m.  to  11  p.m.  (three  buses). 

On  weekends  and  holidays, 
northbound  buses  will  take  pas 
sengcrs  with  bikes  from  5  a.m.  to  7 
a.m.  (three  buses),  and  from  6  p.m. 
to  2  a  m  (eight  buses).  Southbound 
buses  will  allow  buses  on  board 
from  4  a.m.  to  7  a.m.  (five  buses) 
and  from  6  p.m.  to  11  p.m.  (four 
buses).

KICKS  OFF  SUNDAY,  APRIL  30,  1 99S 

Beginning  Sunday,  April  30,  1 995,  bicycles  will  be  allowed  aboard  Golden  Gate  Transit  (GGT) 
Route  80  buses  during  designated  time  periods  for  a  three-month  trial  period  ending  Monday,  July 
3 1,  1 995.  Route  80  operates  daily  every  30  to  60  minutes  between  Santa  Rosa  and  San  Francisco. 
The  program  will  also  apply  to  Routes  60  and  70  which  supplement  Route  80.  The  program  was 
developed  by  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  Highway  and  Transportation  District  Bus  Transit  Division  in 
close  coordination  with  several  regional  bicycle  advisory  groups. 

Up  to  two  bicycles  will  be  allowed  in  the  wheelchair  tie-down  area  of  Route  80  buses  on  a  first- 
come,  first-served  basis  during  specific  time  periods  (described  below)  under  the  experimental 
program.  A  key  element  of  the  program  is  the  understanding  that  wheelchair  passengers  have 
priority  use  of  wheelchair  tie-down  areas  at  all  times.  Further,  if  at  any  time  passenger  loads  do 
not  safely  allow  room  for  a  bicycle,  the  bus  operator  shall  advise  the  cyclist  that  the  bicycle  cannot 
be  accommodated.  Bicycle  patrons  will  be  allowed  to  complete  a  trip  originating  during  hours  that 
cycles  are  permitted,  unless  passenger  loads  prohibit  it  or  a  wheelchair  user  wishes  to  board.

According  to  Golden  Gate  Transit  Bus  Division  Manager  Wayne  T.  Diggs,  "We're  looking  forward 
to  seeing  the  "BICYCLES-ON-THE-ROUTE  80  BUS  TRIAL  PROGRAM"  in  action.  My  primary 
concern  is  that  the  safety  and  comfort  of  our  regular  patrons  is  not  jeopardized  in  any  way,  and  that 
potential  interruptions  to  schedules  are  avoided.

If  all  goes  well  during  the  three-month  test,  the  program  could  become 
permanent" 

KEY  ELEMENTS  OF  "BICYCLES-ON-THE-ROUTE  80  BUS  TRIAL  PROGRAM" 

•  Time  restrictions  apply  as  outlined  above. 

•  If  at  any  time  the  passenger  load  does  not  permit  safe  boarding  and  stowing  of  a  bicycle,  the 
bus  operator  shall  advise  the  cyclist  that  the  bicycle  cannot  be  accommodated. 

•  Cyclists  pay  the  regular  fare;  no  additional  fare  is  required. 

•  No  motorized  bicycles  or  muddy  bicycles  will  be  allowed  on  the  bus. 

•  The  maximum  bicycle  size  to  be  accommodated  is  80"  long  by  48"  high. 

•  Bicycles  are  allowed  on  buses  at  designated  times  on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis.  Up  to 
two  bicycles  are  allowed  aboard  at  a  time  and  must  be  secured  in  the  wheel  chair  tie-down 
area. 

•  Bicycles  must  be  loaded  and  unloaded  through  the  rear  door  while  other  passengers  are 
exiting  or  entering  the  bus. 

•  Cyclists  will  be  responsible  for  loading,  securing  and  unloading  their  bicycles,  and  must  provide 
their  own  straps  or  bungee  cords  for  securement.  Bicycles  must  not  block  the  aisles. 

•  If  flip-up  seats  in  the  wheelchair  area  are  occupied,  the  bus  driver  will  request  that  passengers 
in  those  seats  move  elsewhere. 
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Cyclists  will  be  asked  by  the  driver  to  board  the  next  available  bus  if  the  bus  is  too  full  or 
the  wheelchair  area  is  occupied.  Cyclists  "bumped "  will  be  given  a  transfer  permitting 
them  to  complete  their  trip  on  the  next  available  Route  80  that  will  accommodate  them. 
After  loading  a  bicycle  into  the  wheelchair  tie-down  area  located  opposite  the  rear  door 
Lift  the  flip-up  seats  in  the  wheelchair  area  to  the  up  position.  Back  the  bicycle  rear  wheel 
into  the  wheelchair  clamp  until  the  clamp  closes  around  the  wheel.  B.cycles  must  not 
block  the  aisles. 

Cyclists  are  required  to  stay  with  their  bicycles  at  all  times  except  when  paying  the  fare 
In  an  emergency,  cyclists  should  leave  their  bikes  on  the  bus  and  exit.

Bike  to  Work  —  Goodies  in  Store 

Businesses  to  reward  pedaling  commuters  tomorrow

Free  bagels,  free  ferry  rides 
and  the  sight  of  the  Bay  Area's 
politicians  trying  to  pedal  a  bicy- 
cle through  commute-hour  traf- 
fic will  highlight  Bike-to-Work 
day  tomorrow  throughout  Cali- 
fornia. 

Thousands  of  bikes  are  ex- 
pected to  hit  the  pavement, 
along  with  at  least  15  mayors,  in- 
cluding Mayor  Frank  Jordan  of 
San  Francisco  and  Elihu  Harris 
of  Oakland. 

Free  valet  bike  parking  will 
be  available  at  Oakland  City  Hall 
Park,  the  downtown  Berkeley 
BART  station  and  Civic  Center 
-  Plaza  in  San  Francisco.  Anyone 
with  a  bike  helmet  may  claim  a 
complimentary  bagel  at  any  No- 
ah's bagel  store. 


Mayor  Gus  Morrison  of  Fre- 
mont, one  of  the  pedalers,  said 
he  plans  to  bike  to  city  hall  two 
or  three  days  a  week  from  now 
on. 

"I  only  have  to  go  a  mile  and  a 
half,"  he  said.  "So  I  went  out  and 
bought  a  bike." 

Jordan  will  ride  on  a  borrow- 
ed bike  from  Pacific  Heights  to 
his  office  at  Civic  Center,  which 
is  downhill.  For  the  return  trip 
later  in  the  day,  which  is  uphill, 
he  will  go  by  car.  It  is  because  of 
the  mayor's  busy  schedule,  an 
aide  hastily  added,  not  because 
of  the  hill. 

Among  the  commuters  will 
be  72-year-old  optometrist  Bud 
Ruegg,  who  has  ridden  his  bike 
four  miles  from  Twin  Peaks  to 
downtown  San  Francisco  almost 
every  day  for  35  years. 

In  San  Francisco,  five  bike 


shops  will  serve  free  juice  and 
coffee  to  morning  bike  commut- 
ers and  perform  complimentary 
safety  checks.  In  the  afternoon, 
cyclists  passing  through  Justin 
Herman  Plaza  will  get  free  ener- 
gy bars. 

Ferry  rides  from  San  Francis- 
co to  Alameda  will  be  free  for 
bike  riders,  and  BART  will  waive 
its  permit  requirement  for  the 
day. 

Bike-to-Work  Day  is  organiz- 
ed by  the  American  Lung  Associ- 
ation, the  California  Bike  Coali- 
tion and  Caltrans.  For  more  in- 
formation, riders  may  call  1-800- 
755-POOL. 

According  to  the  bike  coali- 
tion, more  than  one-third  of  Bay 
Area  commuters  live  within  five 
miles  of  their  jobs,  but  only  one 
percent  of  commuters  travel  by 
bike. 


Media  Tips  for  Cheapskates 

Writing  the  Persuasive  Letter  to  the  Editor

Letter  Laws

Keep  it  short

Write  today

You're  not  even  finished  reading  the 
morning  paper  and  already  you're 
seeing  red.  How  could  that  front-page 
article  be  so  biased?  How  could  that 
reporter  use  old  statistics,  leave  out  the  bicyclist's 
viewpoint,  or  misinterpret  information? 

You  want  action,  revenge  even.  You  want  to 
pound  something  —  how  about  pounding  out  a 
letter  to  the  editor?  After  all,  the  letters  page  is 
the  top-read  section  of  most  newspapers.  Turn  on 
your  computer  or  typewriter  (gently,  please)  and 
get  out  all  your  sputterings  about  the  approxi- 
mate IQ  level  and  questionable  parentage  of  the 
reporter,  interviewee,  etc.  Feel  better?  Okay,  now 
look  at  what  you've  written  —  toss  half  of  it, 
maybe  more,  and  instead  rewrite  the  remainder 
into  a  persuasive  letter  to  the  editor  that  shuns 
the  hysterical  and  leads  readers  down  a  short, 
logical  path  to  the  "truth." 

Here  are  some  tips  to  help  your  letter  stand 
out  from  the  rest  of  the  rantings  that  fill  an 
editor's  in-box  each  morning: 

First,  what's  the  point?  Forget  the  arm-waving, 
"this-person-doesn't-know-bicyclists-from-bal- 
loonists"  response.  Editors  won't  print  potentially 
libelous  letters  because  they  hate  lawyers  more 
than  their  worst  enemies.  Editors  also  will  think  . 
you  need  to  switch  to  de-caf  and  a  white  jacket 
with  the  arms  in  the  back.  Appear  calm,  knowl- 
edgeable and  reasonable  —  at  least  on  paper. 

Second,  get  to  the  point.  Your  letter  should  be 
short,  between  250  and  500  words,  so  focus  on 
the  primary  points  of  disagreement,  preferably  no 
more  than  two  or  three.  Look  on  the  bottom  of 
the  letters  page  since  many  run  a  recommended 
count  in  their  "we-retain-the-right-to-edit-letters" 
blurb,  then  keep  your  main  arguments  high  in  the 
letter  to  avoid  cut-from-the-bottom  editing. 

Third,  keep  to  the  point.  Create  an  outline  for 
your  letter  that  makes  the  best  use  of  your  three 
to  four  paragraphs. 

In  the  first  paragraph,  reference  the  article  in 
question  briefly  but  don't  waste  valuable  space 
repeating  everything  already  published.  Be  clear 
from  the  beginning  where  you  stand  on  an  issue 
or  what  viewpoint  you're  supplying.  ("As  a  busi- 
nessman who  bikes  to  work  regularly,  I  am  disap- 
pointed Joe  Reporter's  article  (Metro  Section, 
page  2,  February  2)  failed  to  mention  walking  or 
bicycling  in  its  summary  of  possible  solutions  to 
our  city's  commuting  problems." | 

Cite  sources  (reports,  surveys,  etc.)  that  sup- 
port your  stand  and  show  you  know  the  subject. 


["Although  1990  Fairfax  County  census  data 
show  only  5  percent  of  the  working  population 
walks  or  bikes  to  work,  that  number  could 
greatly  increase  if  sidewalks,  bike  parking  and 
other  facilities  were  improved  and  promoted.") 
Keep  in  mind  that  readers  may  view  you  as  a 
spokesperson  for  bicyclists  or  pedestrians  so 
avoid  transportation  jargon,  offensive  language, 
or  stereotyping.  Be  positive  and  solution-oriented, 
when  possible.  ["Promoting  these  modes  of  trans- 
portation would  help  reduce  air  pollution,  dimin- 
ish traffic  congestion  and  reduce  our  society's 
expensive  dependence  on  cars."] 

Be  concise,  specific  and  straightforward.  Use 
strong,  action-oriented  verbs,  the  real  soul  of  per- 
suasive writing.  Avoid  weak  and  vague  subject- 
verb  phrases  such  as  "there  are"  and  "this  is"." 

Fourth,  finish  strong.  Like  your  first  para- 
graph, your  last  sentence  leaves  the  reader  with  a 
final  impression.  Again,  focus  on  your  message, 
not  the  article  or  reporter.  Refer  readers  to  your 
group  for  more  information,  if  appropriate.  Leave 
them  believing  you  aren't  the  kind  of  "radical" 
who  lines  her  kitty  litter  box  with  car  ads. 

Fifth,  make  your  point  today  —  now.  Timeli- 
ness is  a  key  factor  in  an  editor's  decision  to  run  a 
letter.  Send  the  letter  within  48  hours  of  the 
article's  publication  or  forget  it.  Even  better  is  to 
call  the  paper  to  ask  if  it  accepts  faxed  letters  and 
to  obtain  a  specific  name  for  the  cover  sheet; 
many  papers  accept  such  submissions  and  even 
prefer  them  to  snail-mail.  Although  you  may 
think  E-mail  is  even  more  efficient,  recent  surveys 
found  that  surprisingly  few  editors  have  comput- 
ers linked  to  the  Internet  or  other  online  services. 
Faxing  or  hard-copy  mail  is  still  the  way  to  go. 

Call  to  confirm  the  letter  arrived  at  the  right 
desk  but  don't  be  a  pest  or  ask  for  a  decision  on 
the  spot.  Make  sure  your  name,  phone  number 
(work  and  home)  and  address  are  clearly  readable 
at  the  bottom  of  the  letter.  Include  your  title  and 
organization  if  appropriate  and  approved  by  the 
necessary  people. 

Finally,  make  a  point  of  writing  that  letter  to 
the  editor.  It  doesn't  take  long,  and  letters  are  a 
great  way  to  attract  free  media  coverage,  reach 
thousands  of  people  in  a  mainstream  fashion, 
demonstrate  that  you  and  your  group  are  active, 
attract  members,  raise  money,  participate  in  pub- 
lic debate,  influence  the  political  arena,  and  pro- 
mote world  peace.  Okay,  maybe  the  latter  is  a 
stretch,  but  everyone's  allowed  to  pound  away 
a  bit,  right?
